The Very Rey. William Corkey, M.A., 
D.D., moved the adoption of the report on 
primary education, and referred to the over- 
crowding in some of their newly provided 
schools.

The 
physical and mental strain on the health of 
many of the teachers as a result of over- 
crowdmg was very great, and bad for the 
health of both teachers and children.

considered that the teachers had made a good 
case for a revision of the present inspection 
System. 

Un the question of teachers’ salaries, Dr. 
Corkey expressed the view that the salary 
— cuts ’’ havmg been restored to English and 
Scottish teachers, the teachers of Northern 
Ireland should be dealt with in a sympathetic 
and generous way by the Government. He 
moved the adoption of the report and 
resolutions condemning overcrowding, urging 
the Government of Northern Ireland to keep 
step with the educational reforms being carried 
out by the Imperial Parliament, and urging 
a deeper interest in primary education. 

The Rev. David Hay seconded the motion, 
which was carried. 

The Rev. James Edgar spoke on the matter 
of the transfer of children in the Free State. 
He thought the matter required attention if 
their children were to be safeguarded.

High tributes were paid to the Very Rev. 
Dr, Corkey, who was retirmg from the Con- 
venership, for the valuable work he had done 
for primary education, 

A resolution in these terms was moved by 
the Rev. Dr. J. C. Johnston, seconded by 
the Rev, Dr. Haslett, and supported by the 
Rev. Dr. Lrttle, whose remarks were endorsed 
by the Moderator.

IRISH DOCTOR’S DEATH 


—— 
A ÉIFE OF SPLENDID 
| SERVICE 


The death, which took place recently near 
Singida, of Dr. James Septimts Armstrong, 
M.C.. B.A., M.B., B.Ch., B.A.O., Medical 
Officer in the service. of the Tanganyika 
Government, has cduséd widespread regret 
in the district. 

Born in 1891 in County Sligo, Dr. Arm- 
strong. was a son of the Very Rev. Chan- 
cellor Armstrong, ‘Tempo, "County Fer- 
managh Prior to the War he was study- 
ing arts at Trinity College, Dublin, with the 
intention of entering the Church; but in 
1915 he enlisted in the Royal Army Medical 
Corps, and in 1917 was granted a commis- 
sion in the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, and was 
awarded the Military Cross on the Western 
Front. 

In 1918 he returned to his studies, and 
received the degree of B.A. He then took 
up the study of medicine, obtaining honours 
in Anatomy and Physiology, and graduated 
as Bachelor of Medicine and. Surgery in 
1924, holding an appofitment as House 
Surgeon at the Adelaide Hospital, Dublin, 
in the same year. In 1925 he obtained the 
certificate of the London School of Hygiene 
and Tropi¢al Medicine, and joined the East 
African Medical Service in August. 

On arrival in Tanganyika, says the 
Tanganyika Standard, he was stationed at 
Dar es Salaam, and subsequently was in 
medical charge of © Arusha, Mahenge, 
Dodoma. and of the Singida area. Since 
1932 he had thrown all his energies into the 
co-ordination of sleeping sickness preventive 
measures and anti-tsetee work in the 
Singida area, where his kindness, enthusiasm, 
and devotion to duty endeared him to all 
who knew him. 

A quiet and industrious worker, Dr. Arm- 
strong had been a keen fisherman; but his 
particular hobby was chess, at which he was 
a real expert, delighting in solving and com- 
posing the intricate problems presented by 
that absorbing game. 

Dr. Armstrong was taken suddenly ill on 
March 10. and was already convalescent when 


his condition became less satisfactory on 
April 7, and, following a _ consultation, 


arrangements were made to transfer him to 
Dar es Salaam. He collapsed suddenly in 
the train some two hours after leaving 
Singida, and died very shortly afterwards. 
He was buried at Singida, where his wife 
and children had remained, on April 15, in 
the presence of the residents of all 
nationalities in Singida.

Dropping into the Mount Street Club last 
night, in the midst of a concert, and listening 
fo a big gathering of unemployed men joining 
in rollicking choruses, one felt a glow of 
satisfaction that this club, which is novel of 
its kird in Dublin, has made such splendid 
progress, and that it was bringing so much 
pleasure into so many otherwise cheerless 
lives. The club is really a wonderful institu- 
tion, which caters for the needs of un- 
employed or casually employed men. The 
ruling principle is to provide as many means 
as possible whereby the unemployed man may 
help himself. If he should want a meal, or 
to mend his chair, or sole his boots; if he 
wants a haircut or a shave, to read or write, 
or play a game, or, most desirable of all, to 
keep himself physically fit and be ready for 
industry when industry is ready for him, he 
may, by his own effort, do all or any of these 
things at the club, 

The great thing is that here a man can 
find something useful to do, and so fill in 
those hours which, without some occupation; 
hang so heavily and. depressingly on the 
hands of the man who is out of constant 
work, He can spend the hours at the club, 
acquiring a hiiow lodge of many useful crafts. 
Here he can present himself every morning 
and have some task assigned, which pre- 
serves in him a sense of independence and a 
knowledge that he is serving some purpose. 
There are benefits which accrue, but a man 
receiving. them knows that he has earned 
them, and thus his self-respect is preserved. 

The worth of the Club is shown by the 
fact that in the year or so that it has been 
in existence its membership has grown from 
fifty to a hundred and twenty, and is still 
increasing. 

There are all sorts of sections to occupy 
the men’s attention, and all are controlled 
by the members themselves. -They help in 
cabinet and furniture making, boot repairing, 
tailoring, and baking; and there are games 
and games committees. | 
Last night’s concert was a sample of their 
organising ability, and it was a theroughly 
enjoyable affair, in which songs were con- 
tributed by C. Lawlor, C. Mahon, M. Finne:

POGROM IN POLISH TOWN

About four thousand Jews have fled 
here for protection from anti-Semitic 
riots which have broken out at Minsk 
Mazowiecki, twenty miles away. « Jewish 
deputies have asked the Government to 
intervene.

CHAIRMAN’S LETTER 


The appeal was contained in a letter 
signed by Mr. Neville Dixey, Chairman of 
Lloyd's. His letter is as follows :-—'‘ The 
Committee are anxious.to prevent the 
writing of contingency © risks which are 
purely speculative, and they accordingly 
appeal to all underwriting agents not to 
acceptgsuch risks without first satisfying 
themselves that the assdred has a legiti- 
mate interest in the, covering of such 
risks, nor without requiring the name of 
the assured to appear mm the slip, 

‘The Committee propose to set up a 
permanent sub-committee, from whom 
agents can at short notice obtain a ruling 
in cases where they have doubt as to 
whether there is an insurable interest in 
any risk offered to them. . 

‘It is proposed to obtain the signature 
of all underwriting agents to an agree- 
ment on these lines.’’

Miss Clarke took as 
the basis of her research a little-known 
document, the Modus Tenendi Parlia- 
mentum, which describes the composition 
and procedure of Parliament: it is a 
glorification of Parliament, and professes 
to describe principles that were in force 
before the Norman conquest, and were 
adopted by the Norman Kings. The few 
scholars who have examined the text 
before Miss Clarke are disposed to deny 
it any historic worth: they treat it as an 
essay in idealism rather than aa evidence 
of a real staté of affairs. Miss Clarke 
shows cause to accord it a greater im- 
portance. 


An Irish Magna Carta 


The first recorded official recognition 
of the Modus is its exemplification under 
the Great Seal of Ireland in 1419. I¢ 
seems that it was brought to Ireland by 
William of Windsor in order to instruct 
the colonists; or else Sir Robert Preston, 
Chief Justice of Common Pleas, or some 
other Anglo-Irish official, brought it 
forward to constrain the executive. Who- 
ever sponsored it, the Modus was used by 
the Anglo-Irish as a sort of Irish Magna 
Carta. A special Irish version was ex- 
emplified at Trim 1 ith the Coronation 
oath as a codicil (surely a remarkable 
parallel to the Treaty.of 500 years later !), 
and “‘ from that time forward Parliament. 
either in fact or in theory, remained at 
the centre of Irish political life.’’ 


Its Origin 


Now, the Modus could not have attained 
this prestige in Ireland per saltum. If 
it had been furbished up by some dis- 
contented proctor as a means to uphold the 
rights of the lower clergy and to protest 
against the taxation of 1370—these were 
the causes of its production in Ireland— 
it would have been treated at, its value 
as a document of protest. and it would 
not have been used to instruct the Anglo-

A CONFUSION OF IDEALS 


“NATIONALISM” OR CULTURE?

EADING over the reports of the 
Library Association Conference, which 
was held in Limerick this week, I have 


fusion of ideals which seems to prevail in 
the Free State at the moment. In the 
first place, it 1s acce without question 
by everybody that the more libraries we 
have the better. Provided always that the 
Censorship Board keeps a careful watch 
on any literature which may injure the 
morals of the le, books are welcomed 
warmly, and the lack of them deplored. 
The speakers at the conference might 
differ on minor points, but they were all 
agreed that the spread of the library move- 
ment in Ireland could do nothing but 
good. Figures were quoted to show the 
present condition of libraries in the 
country, and it was announced that an 
effort would be made to induce the Govern- 
ment to give regular financial help to Irish 


libraries, so that even the villages should 
‘not be without their supply of books. By 
this means, as the speakers rightly pointed 
out, culture would be spread, and the 
general standards of intelligence would be 
improved.

One does not guarrel with such a point 
of view, which seems to be entirely praise- 
worthy. The point, however, is that it 
will be recognised as praiseworthy by 
everybody in the Free State, includ-

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Biography 


. Lord Inch cape’s Life Story - 


James Lyle M First Earl of I ,

a novel by John Galsworthy, thanks. 
to the choice of a skilled and tasteful man 
of letters as biographer ; indeed, it is more 
pleasing than a Galsworthy tale, since the 
real figure whom it depicts is more likeable 
than the sour types which Galsworthy 
favoured. 

Lord Inchcape died aboard the yacht 
Rover at Monaco, exactly four years ago, 
at the age of eighty. He was then a 
millionaire—the greatest figure in the 
ae world. To this he rose from quite 
humble beginnings. His father was a 
merchant sailor, of Arbroath, a sailors’ 
town twelve miles from the Inchcape Rock, 
where the wicked pirate Ralph the Rover 
perished. This James Mackay brought 
corn from New Orleans to Galway durin 
the famine of 1848, and carried irish 
emigrants back across the Atlantic to 
Halifax. From Canada he brought a 
young wife, Deborah Lyle. He told his 
children how he had seen Robert Steven- 
son and his artificers return from their 
work on the famous Inchcape Lighthouse, 
and had seen Sir Walter Scott set out in a 
little boat to view that wild spot. Such 
were the tales that little James Lyle 
Mackay heard in childhood. In celebration 
of his eighth birthday the boy went to sea 
in his father’s ship, the Asia, a barque of 
300 tons. He went to Archangel at that 
tender age, and saw the flax barges bring 
their cargo to the quays, Four years later 
Captain Mackay’s ship came home to 
Arbroath from Australia—but not its 
captain. The Scottish mariner had been 
lost; the boy was an orphan. Mrs. 
Mackay died soon afterwards. 


President at Thirty 


Young James, ‘‘ fonder of boats than of 
books,” now had to make his own way 
in the world. At the age of 13 he joined 
a firm of rope and canvas makers as a 
clerk. Early in his twenties he went, to 
India, and there made his mark. He was 
President of Bengal Chamber of Com- 
merce in his thirties, and Sheriff of Cal- 
cutta, invested with the C.L.E. ‘in re- 
cognition of extension. of commercial re- 
lations between England and Ireland,’’ 
before he was forty. 

We will not follow his career in detail, 
though we must remark in passing on the 
beauty of his domestic life, happy in his 
marriage with the gracious lady who sur- 
vives to mourn lim. 
in passing, the loss of his daughter in 
an effort to cross the Atlantic by air from 
East to West a year before the Irish-Ger- 
man team achieved that feat: a loss that 
haunted him so, that he would wake from 
reverie at table with the words: ‘*‘ 1 won- 
der how she died.’’ The life story is one 
of grit, such as is told of many other 
poor Scottish boys who rose to eminence.

Incheape was not a man of intellect. 
Tis con emnation of missionary effort in 
China, which made a stir a few years 
before his death—we remember reporting 
it in these pages as well—was one of the 
most ill-founded utterances that bad logic 
ever committed. . To condemn _ ill-con- 
sidered missionary methods: would be just 
enough, but Lord Inchcape simply begged 
the question when, professing himself 
loyal to Christianity, he yet said ‘that 
Christianity had no right to erangelise. 
We might cite other examples of his erro- 
neous judgment, expressed in a regret- 
table loose diction. Here we see the de- 
fects of the merits of the self-made, but 
ill-tutored, man. : 


Contracts in Millions 


It was as a business man that Lord 
Inchcape served the State. It fell to him 
to take the lead at the very moment of 
war's outbreak in the marshalling of the 


merchant service in the service of a 
threatened island, and alter the 
war it was he who handled 
contracts for the State running to 


£35,000,000, and sold 418 enemy steamers 
of 2,500,000 tons. As a business man he 
resisted Free Trade even after his startling 
conversion to Conservatism; for his ex- 
perience of the world was in commerce, in 
shipping, those phases of British activity 
which throve on Free Trade and were its 
strength. He revised this judgment at 
last. Brought close to Britain's internal 
needs, he hauled down the Free Trade 
flag and supported Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain’s measurés of reform. 


Lover of the Sea 


The portraits of the man in the many 
interesting pictures in the volume are a 
story in themselves: in figure, much like 
Sir Harry Lauder: in feature, force of 
will hewn in strong lines; the eyes seeing 
little before the matter in hand; a kindly 
nature in the expression. To the last 
Lord Inchcape was in love with the sea. 
When he revisited the salt-aired seaport 
of his boyhood in old age, he was inte- 
rested chiefly to mark the change in the 
fishing-craft, which now carried elec- 
tricity. -He was happiest on a yacht, and 
so died. The salt was in his blood; ships 
and their ways were the romance of his 
life. Here is the Scot—the type which 
Galsworthy could not draw—who carried 
through a life of hard activity a boy’s 
heart.

T is not for the novel reader that Mr. 
Crankshaw writes, but for the rare being 
who is. of the elect, of the cognoscentt. 
His book is a critical study of some aspects 
of the novel as the art of novel-writing 
was practised by Conrad. If the study 
throws light upon Conrad’s life and 
character or upon the contemporary novel 
as an art, that is all to the good. But if 
it does not, no matter; in studying the 
Conrad novel Mr. Crankshaw satisfies him- 
self as a critic, and his satisfaction as a 
critic is his justification. 

Mr. Crankshaw sees “ that even among 
his friends Conrad is still very widely 
read, not as a novelist in his own right, 
but as a kind of exotic romancer who has 
made a corner in sea and jungle.”’ “' It is 
my belief,” he adds, ‘‘ that when he is

restored to his proper place, to the front 
rank, that is, of English novelists of all 


| ages, it will not be as anything so con- 


fined as a writer of exotic romances, but 
as a great novelist unclassified.” 


The Author Converses 


To paraphrase or attempt to interpret 
Mr. Crankshaw would be to do him less 
than justice, He must be permitted to 
speak for himself, and that is exactly 
what he does in these pages—he converses 
upon Conrad the novelist. We may over- 
hear his conversation bv quoting some of 
his remarks “ An artist, a novelist, has 
something to communicate to the public, 
and this communication must naturally 
be made in the least wasteful, most 
effective manner possible . . . The 
form of a story is, or should be, the ap- 
pearance of thal story presented in its 
most telling way, and the technique of the 
novelist is the means and skill with which 
he makes his matter tell.

Mr. Crankshaw believes that im the 
hand that assembled the works and set the 
watch going, and in the mind controlling 
it, in the specific instance of Conrad’s 
novels, there was greatness. But, he goes 
on, “ a conviction of this sort remains an 
opinion no matter how many others share 
it. And although in the course of these 
w ges evidence will be adduced in support 
of that conviction, the interpretation of 
such evidence is wholly a subjective affair. 
This, of course, is a roundabout way of 
saying: ‘I think Conrad was a great 
novelist, and I'll tell you why.’ ”’ 


Conrad's Way 

Another, and a final, quotation will 
illustrate Mr. Crankshaws reasoning. 
‘* We are all of us,” he declares, ' to some 
extent psychologists, and Conrad was 
supreme—in the generally understood 
sense of the word,” but not in the sense 
applying to Henry James, Maupassant, 
Flaubert or Ford Madox Ford. “' It will 
suffice to say that Conrad was tempera- 
mentally incapable of revealing objectively 
(that word thrice underlined) the train of 
thought alien to himself. In his own way 
he could give us Emma Bovary as vividly 
as Flaubert, but not in Flaubert’s way ; 
in his own way he could have given us 
Tietjens, Macmaster and Valentine 
Wannop ás well as Ford, but not in Ford's 
way ; in his own way he could have given | 
us Leopold Bloom as well as Joyce, but 
not in Joyce’s way. He could never, as 
these three writers did, have given us a 
sustained vision of the world seen through 
the eyes of these characters together with 
all their hidden thoughts objectively 
recorded,” What Conrad’s way is, in the 
understanding of Mr. Crankshaw, the 
theme of this volume.

A Dog Book 


The Labrador Dog, ite Home and History. 
By Lieutenant-Colonel George Scott and Sir 
John Middleton. London Witherby. 7/6 
net. 


C)WNERS of representatives of the 
/“ famous breed of Labrador retrievers 
will find here a most interesting history 
of the origin and development of this 
well-known sporting dog. When one 
considers: the popularity of the breed to- 
day it is somewhat remarkable to read in 
the foreword by Mr. H. T. W. Bowell, 
Secretary of the Kennel Club, that in 
1919 only 181 Labrador retrievers were 
registered at the Kennel Club. Since then, 
however, the registrations have increased 
steadily, and for the past twelve years 
more than a thousand a year have been 
registered, An interesting and exhaustive 
account. is given of the origin of the 
Labrador dog, Despite its name, it is 
shown to be a ‘direct descendant of the 
black water-dogs imported from Newfound- 
land. Along “with the large Newfoundland 
‘dog, and the Chesapeake Bay dog which 
was. shown in England for the first time 
in. 1936. it:is stated to be descended from 
dogs which were introduced to the island 
hy the Deyon fishermen who settled there 
‘in the beginning of the sixteenth century. 
Coming to recent times, the stock of 
British Labradors is careluly traced from 
its ancestor, “‘Avon,’’ born in 1885, and 
bred by the third Earl of Malmesbury. 
Photographs of this and other famous 
Labradors, together with pedigrees and a 
map of Newfoundland and the coast of 
Labrador, are included in the volume. 


Guide to Putting

The Short Game. By P. A. Vaile. London: 
Duckworth, 5s. net. 


ERF is another book on golf which 

will either be blessed or cursed by 
those who cannot putt. It has been 
bought by 180,000 Americans who. suffer 
this affliction, and, seemingly, it has been 
accepted as the cure for all evils. Mr. 
Vaile’s teaching, at least, is revolu- 
tionary, even if one does have to wade 
through a good deal of conversation to get 
at it. In the first place, Mr. Vaile says 
that for the short game clubs must be 
short—something like 30 inches. This 
rule applies to putter, niblick and mashie 
niblick. Secondly,..these clubs must be 
very heavy, and, thirdly, they must have 
square grips. He affirms that pitching 
and chipping merely are extensions of the 
putt, and, accordingly, they must be 
played as a putt. As for the execution 
of the putt, the pendulum’swing is the 
ideal, and the method which reproduces 
this swing will be the most successful. 
The right wrist joint must be used as a 
hinge, and Mr. Vaile would have the right 
albow against the flat of the right thigh. 
You must stay as near the ball as pos- 
sible, crouching down over it for the 
shorter putts, and only coming up in 
order to get more power for the longer 
ones. The stance is slightly open, and 
the ball is played off the left heel. We 
have tried Mr. Vaile’s enggested method, 
and it certainly does lewd une confidence ; 
but we should hate to be faced with a 
downhill putt on a baked seaside green 
armed with a 14 or 15 ounce putter.

AVING published his first book as 
far back as 1896, and bis last a short 
while before his death in 1936, it would 
be thought that KR. B. Cunninghame 
Graham would be one of the best known 
of contemporary writers; yet, at the end 
of forty years’ continuous writing—during 
which he published more than thirty 
volumes—he remained almost unknown. 
It is true that his work was highly appre- 
ciated by a comparatively small circle, bat 
its qualities are such as ought readily 
commend it to the largest possible circie 
of readers. i 
It may be that the ordinary reader was 
frightened by the foreign phrases aid the 
long foreign names with which Cunning- 
hame Graham besprinkled his pages ; but, 
if once the reader had got beyond that 
initial fright and read on, he would have 
found the foreign phrases translated, and 
the long names just an integral part of a 
colourful scheme. He once wrote that his 
horses, being unshod, left no traces on the 
sands; but in his books he has left to 
posterity not alone delightful entertain- 
ment, but. sufficient hoofmarks by which 
to follow his career through the few parts 
of the world in which “ progress ” has not 
yet reduced everything to a drab uni- 
formity. In the series of volumes which 
began with ‘‘ Thirteen Stories ” in 1900, 
and ended with “ Mirages ” a few weeks 
ago, Robert Bontine Cunninghame Graham 
—or Don Roberto, as he preferred to be 
called by his friends—will be found a store 
of such delightful reading that all who 


know it not should hasten to make 
acquaintance at once. They will find in 
“ Rodeo,” . edited by another famous 


horseman, Mr. A. F. Tschiffely, an ideal 
introductory volume to the writings of a 
master. 


Love of Spain | 


A Laird of Dumbartonshire, related to 
the Barony of Elphinstone, Robert 
Bontine Cunninghame Graham was born 
in 1852. He was reared by a Spanish 
grandmother, from whom he. seems: to 
have inherited that love of Spain and all 
things Spanish which characterised his 
life and coloured his writings. Much of 
his youth and early manhood was spent 
as a gaucho in the Argentine, from which 
he extracted such literature as only his 
friend, W. H. Hudson, could have known 
to be found there. Later he made his 
famous journey to the forbidden city of 
Mogreb-el-Acksa in the. guise of a 
Turkish doctor, and made that contact 
with the Arabs which was the second 
abiding influence of his career. In his 
writings the four main streams are Spain, 
South America, Morocco, and that Scot- 
land to which his nationalistic leanings 
veered in the end; but the most attrac- 
tive stories and sketches, and those upon 
which his great gifts were lavished, are 
those which turn to South America and 
Morocco, 
attachments in Africa and America that 
inspired him. His little tales and 
sketches are incidents vividly described. 
They are the projected thoughts of a 
rather contemptuous hidalgo rather than 
the attful tales of the professional story- 
teller; but they have a directness and a 
sharpness of detail of the best etchings, 
and a style that is rich and exact, rhyth- 
mical and pictorial. Those who do not 
know his work have a joy awaiting them, 
to be discovered through this selection 
entitled “‘ Rodeo.” 


Mr. Somerset Maugham 


If Mr. Cunninghame Graham was a 
cosmopolitan so also is Mr. Somerset 
Maugham, who uses the title “ Cosmo- 
politans ” for his latest collection of 
‘very short stories.” Nothing more 
apart from the loose and vivid structure 
than these Somerset Maugham stories 
could well be imagined ; every one of the 
Maugham stories is fashioned consciously 
by a consumate craftsman to produce ex- 
actly the effect that he desires. They 
were written. mainly for an American 
magazine which imposed limitations of 
space, but every story in the volume is a 
model of its kind. ‘The Verger ” is, 
surely, a masterpiece. 

In a preface Mr. Somerset Maugham 
pleads that entertainment is, surely, the 
first’ requisite of a story ; and in that plea 
he is undoubtedly correct. He can stand 
by judgment on that count, but for one 
reader the greater entertainment over a 
long period has been provided by that 
other traveller in time and space—R. B. 
Cunninghame Graham.

Far Eastern Fears 

The rebellious Cantonese Government 
has done something that threatens the 
whole of China with ruin. Some years ago 
the Cantonese. seceded from the Central 
Government at Nanking, and established 
what has remained, to all intents and 
purposes, a separate State. Their defec- 
tion has done much to weaken the Central 
Government, to which they never have 
accorded the slightest help, but to which, 
rather, they have been a constant annoy- 
ance. As it happens, the 
Cantonese Government is possessed of a 
far more fiery spirit than its superior in 
Nanking, and—largely, ‘perhaps, because 
of its greater remoteness from the 
scene of trouble—is far less ready to 
endure Japan’s incursions upon Chinese 
sovereignty.

The Stratosphere 


It is hard to realise that men have been 
exploring the stratosphere for several 
years ; but the fact is brought home when 
one reads that this newest field of adven- 
ture is being turned already to practical 
purposes—as an observation ground. There 
will be an eclipse of the sun on the 10th of 


next month, and a party of Soviet 
astronomers proposes to view it from a 
height of six miles above the earth's 


surface. True, at this height they will not 
be in the stratosphere proper, which does 
not begin for several miles more, but, at 
the least, they will be higher than if they 
were on the summit of the highest 
mountain on earth. Their balloon will 
have an observation window at the top of 
its fabric, which may be reached by a 
ladder extending from the gondola. It is 
expected that they will obtain some really 
remarkable photographs ; for at the height 
of six miles the atmosphere, which pre- 
vents accurate observation from the earth, 
will be substantially diffused ; cloud or fog 
will have ceased to be a nuisance, and 
there will be no hindrance from particles 
of dust. If the experiment succeeds—and 
far more arduous ascents have been accom. 
plished in safety—science ought to be the 
gainer» by the most careful of all solar 
observations thus far made. Professor 
Piccard, the stratospheric pioneer, and his 
successors from many nations already have 
added considerably. to the world’s know- 
ledge ; the new experiment will add more. 
The next step will be the utilisation of the 
stratosphere as a channel] of transport. 
Writers of fiction have depicted a future 
in which great ‘planes, hurtling through 
the stratosphere, and meeting none of the 
resistance which is so great a problem in 
the atmosphere, will make the journey 
from Europe to America in a few hours. 
and will circumnavigate the globe in less 
than a day. Perhaps, the reality is closer 
than even those writers imagine; almost 
certainly their dream will have come true 
in the lifetime of many people now living. 
Who can contemplate the vast strides 
which air travel has made within the last 
twenty years, and still can doubt that even 
more startling changes will occur within 
the next two decades?

PARIS, Friday. 


To-day saw very little improvement in 
the great wave of ‘‘stay-in’’ strikes 
which has swept France, despite an elo- 
quent and conciliatory broadcast appeal 
to the strikers by M. Blum, the new 
Premier. 

While the strikes are still spreading 
rapidly in the provinces the food problem 
remains the gravest aspect of the situa- 
tion, as far as Paris is concerned. Beyond 
slight changes in their menu, and in- 
creased prices, Parisians cannot be said 
to lave suffered any really grave incon- 
venience so far, but transport difficulties 
may create a serious situation. 


Public transport services, including 
"buses. tubes and taxis, were working 
normally to-day, but the strike was 


brought home to the man in the street 
very forcibly this evening, when the em- 
ployés in some of the largest department 
stores decided not to go home, 


NIGHT AT THE COUNTERS 


At the Galeries Lafayette, the Prin- 
temps, the Samaritaine and the Louvre. 
among other big stores, the workers are 
spending the night at their counters. 

Restaurants to-day served carrots and 
root, vegetables instead of green  vege- 
tables, and tinned instead of fresh fruit.

There is, however, a still graver 
aspect to this strike; for Lens coal is 
used on the spot to produce power and 
lighting for a huge area, stretching as far 
south as Creil (Oise). Lens also produces 
gas for Lille, Roubaix and Tourcoing, 
where the supply is threatened. 


SPREADING STRIKE 


Large numbers of miners have come out 
at Anzin, Lievin, Somain, Denain,. and 
other places. 

The strike is rapidly spreading to the 
industrial towns in the north. At Lille 
60 more factories stopped work to-day, 
making a total of about 200. There are 
95.000 strikers at Valenciennes, 5,000 at 
Douai, and the total for the far north is 
put at 100,000. 

About 3,000 shipyard workers have come 
out at Havre; 2,500 employés of the 
Dunlop factory have struck at Montlucon, 
while Bourges, Chartres, Rheims, 
Maubeuge, Arras and Rouen all report 
an increased number of strikers.

There is stil] no threat of a stoppage of 
electricity and gas in Paris, and the strike 
at the Villette slaughter houses is stated 
to be on the way to a settlement.

RDERS for the mobilisation of an ex- 
pedition against the Japanese in 
North China were given to-day by the 
South West Politixval Council, or Govern- 
ment of Canton. 

At the same time the Council issued a 
mandate appointing Generals Chen Chi- 
tang and Li Chung-yen, respective leaders 
of the South China provinces of Kwang- 
tung and Kwangsi, to be Commanders-in- 


the Armies of the ‘‘ Peoples’ Anti-Japa- 
nese National Salvation Forces.”’ : 

This mandate does not constitute a de- 
elaration of war against Japan, which 
would prove immediately disastrous to 
Canton, in view of the overwhelming 
superiority of the Japanese in arms. 
What it does mean is that by proclaim- 
ing themselves ‘‘ Anti-Japanese Salvation 
Forces ' Canton gains popular sympathy 
trom the Patriotic Youth movement 
against. Japan, and at the same time suc- 
ceeds im embarrassing General Chiang- 
Kaishek, the Chinese Premier, and the 
Central Nanking Government. 


MAY DRIVE NORTH 


The probabilities are that the Can- 
tonites will drive northward along the 
Hukuang railway, with Hankow as their 
taise mh while the Nanking Government 
will be faced with the dilemma of being 
unable to attack them for fear of alienat- 
ing public sympathy, and yet, as the 
Central Government, being responsible to 
Japan for Canton’s action. 

In Canton this evening the utmost ex- 
citement prevails. Press gangs have ap- 
peared in the streets, and are actively at 
work, while the police are rigorously sup- 
pressing political discussions among the 
public. 

Precautions against disorders are being 
tightened up, and it is expected that 
martial law will be proclaimed skertly. 
Food prices are soaring, and the in- 
habitants of Canton are hoarding what 
stocks they can procure. 

The currency situation is also expected 
to become considerably worse to-morrow 
when the Council’s mandate is published. 


Meanwhile, reservists are being called 
up, and troops are being continually 
despatched to the northern borders of 


Kwantung in readiness for an advance. 
IN CASE OF EMERGENCY 


A message from Shanghai states that 
the. Japanese authorities in Canton have 
ordered their nationals to be ready to 
evacuate the town at a moment’s notice 
in case of emergency. : 
According to Japanese reports from 
Canton to Tokyo, vanguards oí combined 
Kwangsites and Cantonese have already 
invaded the North China Province of 
Hunan. but rhis has not been confirmed. 
It is certain, however, that there must be 
important developments during the next 
few days, when the Nanking Government 
is forced to declare its hand. 

Both the alternatives it is faced with 
seem to spell disaster. If it declares 
against Canton, the Central Government 
loses a large amount of the country’s 


support, and civil war would seem in- 
evitable, while a declaration for Canton 
could only mean a ruinous war with 
Japan.

Then suddenly the tide of indignation 
swelled; the opposition waxed so strong 
that Mr. Baldwin had to bow before it 
and disown the Hoare-Laval proposals. 
Sir Samuel Hoare had no choice left but 
to relinquish office. He faced the House 
of Commons, and in a speech of singular 
sincerity and dignity he justified his part 
in formulating the proposals that had 
been denounced. The House was a “ui 
moved, and it was felt that, while Sir 
Samuel’s resignation was inevitable, his 
return to office could not be long delayed. 

Sir Samuel is no stranger to the cares 
of office. Just before his short-lived tenure 
of the Foreign Office he was Secretary of 
State for India, and had piloted the com- 
plicated Government of India Bill through 
the Commons with conspicuous success 
From 1922 to 1924, and from the latter 
year to 1929, he was Secretary fer Air ip 
Mr. Baldwin’s Cabinet. 

His achievements, however, were not 
confined to politics. He played no small 
part in the War, his activities including 
secret service in Russia, while in the 
conquest of the air his name is linked 
with the first civil flight to India.

'T- HE following statement was issued by 
the Government Information Bureau 
last evening :— 

“The terms of reference and personnel 
of the proposed Commission which is to be 
asked by the Government to consider and 
make recommendations on the functions, 
powers and constitution of a Second 
Chamber (in the event of its being decided 
to make provision in the Constitution for 
such a Second Chamber) will be announced 
next week. 

“ Whilst members of the Commission 
are being chosen from groups and parties, 
it is to be clearly understood that such 
members will act in an individual 
capacity and not as delegates from any 
groups or parties with which they may be 
associated. 

“The Commission will decide its own 
procedure, including whether it is to sit 
in camera or in public, and it will be 
asked to report as soon as possible, but 
not later than October Ist, 1936. 

“ The report of the Commission will be 
presented to the Executive Council, and, 
after due consideration, published in the 
usual way. . Should legislative proposals 
follow, the responsibility for such pro- 
posals will, of course, rest entirely upon 
the Government.”’ 


THE REPORT 
By Oung Potiticat CORRESPONDENT. 


The above statement in some measure 
answers queries put forward in yester- 
day’s Irish Times. It is now clear that 
it is to be a Commission, and not a Com- 
mittee; that its members, while acting 
for political parties, or groups; are ex- 
pected, while sitting on the Commission, 
to forget about their political affiliations ; 
that the Commission will sit in private 
or in public as it is itself disposed; that 
its report will be presented to the 
Executive Council and published in the 
usual way. 

With regard to publication, a question 
is asked as to what is “ the usual way ”’ 
for publication. The reports of ordinary 
Committees or Commissions are invariably 
handed to the Press for mic gá ca dh but 
this is a constitutional Commission in 
regard to which there are few precedents. 
It is recalled that the report of the Com- 
mission which made proposals for the first 
Constitution for the Free State was pre- 
sented to the Provisional Government at 
the time, but never was given to the 
public, either by the late Government or 
the present Government. It is true, how- 
ever, that portions of it have been dis- 
closed in debate from time to time. 


LOOKING AHEAD 


A curious feature of the statement is 
that, while the Commission is asked to 
make recommendations as to the powers 
and constitution of a Second Chamber, it 
is quite clearly indicated that no decision 
has yet been come to as to whether there 
will be a Second Chamber at all. It is 
also uncertain whether any legislative 
proposals will follow. 

In view of the setting up of the new 
Commission it is of interest to recall the 
names of the Constitution Committee 
which sat to consider and recommend a 
plan for the first Constitution. They were 
—Mr. Michael Collins, who was desig- 
nated as Chairman, but was able to attend 
only a few meetings; Chief Justice Ken- 
nedy, Mr. A. O’Rahilly, Mr. James G. 
Douglas, Mr. Justice Murnaghan, Mr. 
Justice O’Byrne, Mr. James McNeill and 
Mr. Darrell Figgis. :

An order calling up reservists of the 
Trans-Jordan Frontier Force, whose ser- 
vices are believed to be required chiefly for 
guarding the borders ant preventing the 
smuggling of arms, has been issued by 
the officer commanding. 

Four Arabs have been arrested as a 
sequel to the discovery of explosives stolen 
from the Government magazine. With 
remarkable audacity they had dug a 
trench under the barbed wire fence sur- 
rounding a Government magazine, situated 
close alongside a British police camp, 
broken the door of a store, and made off 
with seven boxes of gun cotton and seven 
sficks of gunpowder.

The Times in the course of a leading 
article to-day observes :—It seems strange 
that some of those who have been most 
quick to point out that the Minister for 
the co-ordination of defence is over- 
burdened. should hasten to distract his 
attention to matters of machinery before 
he has been given time to explore the 
problem of strategic policy. Anything 
that can be done to lessen the points of 
friction is to.be welcomed, and here there 
may be scope for the tact and impartial 
judgment of the Minister for co-ordina- 
tion, working in consultation with both 
parties. But in contrast to the prospects 
of such genuine mutual agreement, it is 
likely that any radical change would 
‘merely transfer the possibility of friction 
from one series of points to another on a 
higher plane and over a wider area. Re- 
membrance of the war-time struggle 
between the naval and military air services, 
with its far-reaching ill effects, d 3 not 
encourage a repetition of such hazards. 
More recently American experience—de- 
spite a simpler strategic problem—has 
provided a warning light of the discord 
that can arise where the two spheres of 
responsibility are interlocked. We have 
to deal with problems where defence of 
the land against air attack from the land 
or from the sea are intermingled with 
defence of the sea against air attack from 
the sea or from the land. The more the 
complexity of the problem becomes clear 
the more important is a hastening of the 
evolution of combined treatment. It 
would be a paradoxical result if one of 
the first concrete steps of the new efforts 
towards co-ordination were to be towards 
disconnection. Moreover, the re-opening 
of the whole question of the independence 
of the Fleet air arm is not likely«to pro- 
mote the growth of good relations on which 
effective co-ordination depends. . 

At the same time it is wise to recognise 
that such proposals arise partly from the 
growing realisation in the older services 
of the influence of air power. They feel 
their old powers declining, they see their 
customary instruments seriously affected 
It is natural that they should seek fresh 
scope. Thus it is important to find an 
outlet for the human ability they contain 
and especially to provide the younger 
officers who would be the generals and 
admirals of the future with a horizon that 
holds out something more than a shrink- 
ing opportunity. It is possible that the 
treatment of the present stategic problem 
might be simplified by distributing sc rás 
tive responsibility on a larger geographical 
basis—one service supreme in each area. 
But this would leave the other difficulties 
still to be solved. To try for such a 
solution in a new separation would be a 
breach with the whole trend of modern 
conditions. A mere negative, however, 
will not suffice. The solution must be 
sought by constructive steps along the 
line of increasing co-ordination leading to 
ultimate combination, The Service motto, 
“Tria juncta mm uno,' must acquire 4 
new sense and a new reality.

OR, the fourth year since its inception 
in 1922, Ireland will, in ber, 
be represented in the British Walker Cup 
golf match against America, writes our 
Golf Correspondent. 
During the recent Amateur Champion- 
ship at St. Andrews, the Selection Com- 
mittee published the names of six of the 
team to play in the ninth match of the 
series at Pine Valley, New Jersey, on 
September 2nd and 3rd. Yesterday the 
Committee announced the compl.ted team, 
which includes Mr. Cecil J. Ewing, of 
the Co. Sligo (Rosses Point) and Port- 
marnock Clubs. 

Next to winning the Amateur Champion- 
ship, the greatest distinction in British 
amateur golf is to play for Britain in 
the Walker Cup, and the bestowal of the 
high honour on Mr. Ewing may be re- 
garded, not only as a tribute to his prowess 
and skill as a golfer and a player, but as 
a compliment to Irish golf, which in 
recent years has played a conspicuous part 
in our happy relations with England, 
Scotland and Wales in the realms of sport. 


A REAL GOLFER 


That Mr. Ewing will, in the Walker 
Cup match, maintain the highest tradi- 
tions of the Royal and Ancient game, and 
the no less exalted traditions of Irish 
sportsmanship, is a foregone conclusion. 
He is a real golfer in the strictest mean- 
ing of the word; for he plays the game 
as the old worthies of Royal Blackheath 
and St. Andrews played it. His achieve- 
ment in the Amateur Championship on 
the classic green at St. Andrews last week 
left no doubt in the minds of those on the 
spot that his claims, so to speak, to in- 
clusion in the team were well-nigh irre- 
sistible. 

Now that he has been chosen we have no 
douht that he will prove worthy of the 
confidence of the selectors, and add golfing 
strenzth to a British team that is a happy 
blend of rive experience and youth. 


THE FOURTH IRISHMAN 
Mr. Ewing is the fourth Irishman to be 
thus honoured. Major Charles Hezlet, 
D.S.O., was in the team in 1924, 1926 and 
1928. In 1928 Major G. N. C. Martin, 
D.5.0., also played in the singles at 
Chicago, and John Burke was included in 
1954 at Brooklyn, Mass. 

One of the longest players in the game 
with wood and iron, Mr. Ewing is a pro- 
duct of the links at Rosses Point. Com- 
ing to Dublin to enter the insurance pro- 
fession, he became a member of the Castle 


CECIL 
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club, where’ his prodigious length brought 
him into prominence. From the Castle he 
went to Portmarnock. There he quickly 
realised that it would be necessary to 
tighten up his game and to control his, 
up to then, too loose swing. : 

West of Ireland champion in 1930 and 
1932, he was beaten in the 1934 final, but 
last year he regained the title, beating 
J. Burke in the final by 3 andl. He 
played in Ireland’s three representative 
matches in 1934 and 1935. All the time 
he was concentrating on the improve- 
ment of his game. Perhaps, he sacrificed 
some of his length to greater accuracy, 
but it has paid him to do so, as he never 
played so convincingly as this year.

He en- 
tered for the championship; went from 
success to success, and it surely was no 
disgrace for a golfer wearing glasses in a 
rainstorm to be beaten in the semi-final 
by 4 and 2 by Hector Thomson, who was 
to become the new champion.

WHY THE ACT SHOULD GO 

Mr. William Norton, T.D., said that the 
Fine Gael Party: had- the City Manage- 
ment -Act and put in a City Manager who 
was a sort of Napoleon te the Dublin Cor- 
poration, and nobody could do anything in 
ithe Corporation unless the City Manager 
allowed them to do it, The City Manager de- 
cided everything.

STRIKES THREATENED 
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Over 2,300 Dublin workers are involved in 
disputes which may lead to strikes. If these 
workers decide to stop work almost as many 
more will be affected indirectly. 

The workers directly concerned include 
1,700 in the bakery trade, 500 in the Electri- 
city Supply Board, 150 in the woollen trad 
In addition, minor disputes are threatened 
in the soap manufacturing trade, and in a 
Dublin waterproof factory.

TE Queen Mary left here at 3.55 p.m. 
i B.8.T. (10.36 a.m. New York day- 
light-saving time) to-day on the return 
trip of her maiden voyage, after being 
here just under four days. Pushed by two 
tiny tugs, the great ship slipped out of 
dock like a greyhound. It took only two 

minutes to the second until the whole of 
her tremendous len had cleared the 
dock. She sailed under her own power for 
a moment, and then, when she neared the 
Jersey shore, four others tugs which were 
waiting for her joined in and turned her 
bows down stream. 

Although the Cunard-White Star 
Company had limited the number of 
friends the passengers could bring on 
board to two each, thousands of people 
lined the pier waving Union Jacks and 
pelting the ship and her passengers with 
confetti and streamers as they walked up 
the gangway. Thousands more thronged 
the streets near the harbour, cheerfully 
obeying the instructions of the police, and 
equally cheerfully waving at nothing when 
asked to do so by the cameramen. 


DEAFENING FAREWELL 


Three deafening blasts from the Queen 
Mary’s syren finally told them that the 
liner was off, and every craft in the 
harbour took up the farewell and answered 
with their syrens, whistles or hooters. It 
was an ear-splitting cacophony. A stiff 
north-west breeze was blowing, but it did 
not appear to trouble the ship in the 
slightest. Every manouvre was carriea 
out without a hitch and with a rapidity 
which left the thousands of spectators 
gasping with admifation. 

The passengers and their friends were 
ordered to be aboard not later than 8.30 
this morning (1.30 B.S.T.), and from an 
early hour the approaches to the pier were 
jammed with taxis and cars. while the 
early arrivals stood around the gangway 
watching the people file on board. A cheer 
went up as Sir Percy Bates, the Cunard’s 
Chairman, was recognised. Another cheer 
welcomed Lord Essendon, one of the 
Cunand’s directors.

This precedent can well be 
followed up, and young persons can be obliged 
at the expense of the employer to attend at a 
technical school for a minimam of ten hours 
per week during the working peri 
workshop.

“There can be no adequate return while the 
present system of night training is main- 
tained.

The youth is then turned 
ever to the technical instractor when his 
energies are flagging, and the instructor is 
then expected to mmpart in such a state of 
exhaustion the necessary knowledge and the 
youth expected to imbibe it.

G. Lyttelton Rogers and T. G! McVeagh 
(Ireland) beat H. U. Fisher and W. Bteiner 
(Switzerland)—5-7, 64, 6-1, 6-4. . | 

Thus Ireland have only to win one of the 
last two singles matches to-day to qualify for 
the semi-final of the European Zone of the 
Davis Cup. After our defeat in the doubles 
by Sweden, it was a pleasant change to ‘see 
our pair victorious’ this time; but they only 
succeeded after-a rather moderate display of 
tennis. 

This time the. honours of a doubles match 
must go to Rogers. He’ was, as always 
most consistent off the ground, “but never 
before has he volleyed so well; and he kept 
far closer to the net than he usually as 
so therefore he was. seldom, faced with two 
opponents on top of the net. He was. aided 
in this respect by the fact that Steiner shone 
far more In defence than in attack, and the 
defensive policy is not a aying one in the 
modern doubles game. cVeagh usual] 
the soundest of low volleyers, was ‘decidedly 
uncertain in this important branch of the 
game, while he mistimed his smashes with 
unusual frequency, Still, despite the latter’s 
patches of really weak play, the aggressive 
policy of the Irish pair won the day. 


FISHER’S SKILL 


The most finished doubles player of the 
four was fisher. He angled his returns of 
service from the left hand court right away 
from the man at the net. was exceptionally 
quick in the bouts of close volleying, and 
showed. fine ability in picking up difficult 
shots to his feet. Had he had a partner who 
plaved the same orthodox game as himself. 
Switzerland would probably have won 
vesterday’s match, but Steiner simply did 
not fit in. In* some respects he was 
admirable. He showed remarkable control 
! picking up smashes from well outside the 
base-line, and some of his lobbing was 
well done, but he never followed in after his 
service to McVeagh, and was far too inclined 
to hang back from the net.

SERVICE WEAKNESS 


Neither of the Swiss players had a potent 
service, a telling point in Ireland's favour. 
Both men lost a service game in the first and 
second sets; Fisher lost two and Steiner one 
in the third, and again in the fourth they 
were each broken through, which makes a 
total of mine service games that they lost in 
the four sets. Steiner had one telling shot 
from the base-line, a forehand drive down the 
“ tram-lines,’” but he played it too 
frequently, and in the end McVeagh was 
voHeying it away for a winner. 

Although McVeagh was so erratic, he once 
again revealed his fine temperament: for he 
never jet his mistakes worry him, invariably 
playing some brilliant shots after one of his 
bad patches.
